When I was working in Pompano, 
Fla., many years ago, I was amused 
at a fellow talking about a family that 
hardly ever had anything to eat but 
Irish’ potatoes. He said someone 
visited these folk, and they gave them 
potatoes for breakfast, potatoes for 
dinner, and more potatoes for supper. 
In the night he got sick, and all they 
knew to do was to make a potatoe 
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poultice and put on him. 

Well, there is one thing certain, if 
you eat charity for breakfast, dinner, 
and supper, you will not be sick (spir- 
itually) at night. No sir, you will not 
have the bad bedfellow Guilty Con- 
science with whom to sleep. “He giveth 
his beloved sleep.” Folk that have 
charity will love God and man and BE 
LOVED. 


Next, charity “is not easily 
voked.” This means, charity is 
easily vexed, made sore, angered, cv 
irritated; but charity is no coward.

It is a shame that we have so little 
charity we resort to carnal weapons, 
and when we do get licked we hurt 
the cause we try to help. 

It is said that a preacher was ad- 
monishing a group of boys never to 
lose their temper, never to get angry 
and swear. He said, “I never do. Now 
to illustrate what I mean: you see that 
big fly on my nose (but it was a 
bee) ? I don’t get angry; I simply say, 
‘Go away, fly; go away.’” Then all 
at once he began to curse. The fly 
was a bee. 

Sometimes we try to do good for evil, 
then all of a sudden we find we don’t 
have anything with which to do it. 
“How to perform that which is good 
(with charity), I find not.” Charity 
put a good head on a man. A good 
head kept a pin from going too far. 
It is the same way with a man. 
Charity is not easily provoked or 
alarmed. Sometimes Pentecostal peo- 
ple can go all to pieces at once. One 
reason for this is that we take demon- 
stration for power, or we want power, 
and when we have the demonstration 
we take it for granted that is power. 
But I think we ought to try to be full 
of the Holy Ghost and wisdom. The 
Holy Ghost is the motor, and Wisdom 
is the driver (or should be). Well, 
charity seeks both. Charity is never 
soon shaken in mind. Read Acts 19:32. 
Charity didn’t start this confusion. 
Charity never starts riots, strikes, etc. 
Charity won’t walk a picket line. But 
charity (if permitted) would have 
scattered this crowd to a secret place 
of prayer.

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PREACHERS ENTERING POLITICS TO SMASH GOD- 
HATING REDS IN U. S. A. 


But As Yet They Haven’t Gone As Far As Elijah at Mt. 
Carmel Who Cut Off the Heads of 450 Modernists 
Recently we learned of a minister (Harvey H. Springer) 

who had been criticized by a few ill-informed citizens be- 

cause of his vigorous opposition to Communism. It was 
suggested that he “keep out of politics.” 

This is the kind of thought and action which has allowed 
Communism to thrive in the United States. As long as 
citizens go no further into the study of Communism than 
to believe it is just another political party, Communism 
will continue to grow and to gain control in our country. 

First those interested (and every American certainly 
should be!) must learn that Communism is atheism, that 
Communist activities are controlled, enforced, directed, 
and promoted by atheists. For example, of the 435 Com- 
munist writers which a Congressional Committee says are 
in the movie industry in California, we say there are 435 
atheists. Most of them, incidentally, are refugees who are 
here on six-month visas issued several years back. The 
movie industry produces pictures to gradually remove 
from your children all religion and love of God. 

This same condition of atheism exists in the Communist 
front organization. For instance the Joint Anti-Fascist 
Refugee Committee, of 192 Lexington Avenue, New York, 
has financed the revolution and Communism in Spain, in 
Czechoslovakia, and has set up the godless regime of 
Marshall Tito in Yugoslavia as a service to Josef Stalin. 
These Communist atheists are out to destroy religion in 
Europe and will then concentrate on the United States. 

When Harold J. Laski, the atheist, broadcast from Lon- 
don over our air waves to those assembled in Madison 
Square Garden, the broadcast was arranged and all ex- 
penses taken care of by the Communist front and atheist 
directed Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee. 

If this courageous minister, of whom we spoke in the 
beginning of this article, would not oppose Communism, 
he would be a hypocrite, preaching Christianity and re- 
fusing to expose Christianity’s greatest enemy—a world- 
wide secret political organization, which has slaughtered 
more than twenty million Russians and approximately ten 
million, during the last year and a half, in Russia-occu- 
pied Europe. 

Would this man be a true minister of Christ if he did 
not openly oppose the antichrist of Communism? Prayers 
are indeed valuable, but they are not enough in these 
troubled times. “God helps those who help themselves” 
is still true. —Think Weekly. 


MOHAMMEDANISM 
A few years ago (1937), it was said that 7,000,000 pagans 
had embraced Mohammedanism hoping for something 
better than their paganism. It is hard to win the Africans 
to our Lord Jesus Christ after the Mohammedans have in- 


doctrinated them with their easy-going, false religion. The’ 
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Mohammedans are great traders and wander all over Afri- 
ca. Satan knows his time is short, and the Mohammedans 
are one of his chief tools in keeping the light of the true 
gospel from entering the hearts of the ignorant. 


Mohammed, born 569 or 570, has some 240,000,000 fol- 
lowers in the world. Dr. Samuel M. Zwemer, who has 
done such great work among them, says, “It is easier to 
tell where they are not than where they are.” There are 
said to be 25,000 in the United States and Mexico. 

Heathen like the easy-going religion which Mohammed 
promulgated. He was opposed to idolatry and for that 
reason was run out of Mecca in 622. There were 360 idols 
in the temple at Mecca, one for every day of the Arab 
year. Mohammed’s slogan was: “There is but one God, and 
Mohammed is the prophet (or apostle) of God.” His flight 
from Mecca is called “the Hegira.” Ten years later he died, 
in 632. 

Mohammedanism is a monotheistic, religion, one of the 
devil’s masterpieces against Christianity. The Koran, 
which was concocted after Mohammed’s death, is the 
Mohammedan’s Bible. It is a small book, full of historical 
errors, fables, and superstitions. But it is learned by heart 
by countless multitudes continually. It teaches that God 
wills both good and evil, and there is no escaping from 
His caprice; in other words, it teaches fatalism. It per- 
petuates slavery, polgamy, degradation of women, etc. It 
is not a sin, but a very laudable act, if a man ceases to be 
a Mohammedan, for his relatives to poison him or kill him. 
The Mohammedan is permitted to have four wives (Mo- 
hammed had eleven), and women are regarded as little 
more than animals. 

The five religious duties of the Mohammedan are: (1) 
confession, which is a repetition of the creed: “there is no 
God but God; Mohammed is the apostle of God”; (2) 
prayer, (3) fasting; (4) almsgiving; (5) pilgrimage to 
Mecca. This last is incumbent on every free Moslem. It 
binds the Mohammedans from all countries together, and 
is a source of profit to steamship companies. Prayer is 
offered five times a day: at dawn, just after high noon; 
two hours before sunset; at sunset; two hours after sunset. 
The face must be turned toward Mecca. The Mohamme- 
dans glory in their religion and will flop down anywhere 
when the muezzin calls to prayer. The almsgiving is about 
one-fourtieth of one’s income. The fasting occurs at dif- 
ferent times of the year—the month of Ramadan. The 
Mohammedan then neither eats nor drinks during the 
daytime, but is permitted to gorge himself at night during 
the month of the so-called fast or feast. 


Pray for the Lord to open the blind eyes of the deluded 
Mohammedans; and pray particularly for the mission- 
aries who labor among them, that their strength may be 
as their day, and that in spite of the machinations of 
Satan they may win converts who will fearlessly preach 
the true gospel to other Mohammedans.—The Fellowship 
News. 
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Che Power of the Scriptures 


Without the proclaimed Word of 
God, there would be no Christianity. 
By His dependence, Christ proved the 
value of the Scriptures. In order that 
the disciples might better understand 
the principles governing victory over 
Satan’s temptations, Christ told the 
story of His temptations in the wilder- 
ness. The experience of the Son of God 
sets a pattern for the use of the Bible 
in conflict with satanic influences. 

“Then was Jesus led up of the spirit 
into the wilderness to be tempted of 
the devil,” Matt. 4:1 Christ was “led” 
into these temptations by the Spirit. 
We are not to “enter” into tempta- 
tions. Those strengthening ones are 
ones into which we are “led.” The 
Holy Spirit is to lead us into conflict. 
We are not to be “led” by our selfish 
desires and dislikes. 

Since Christ was of sinless nature: 
temptation could not have come from 
within Himself. If we are of the same 
sinless nature, if we are filled with the 
Holy Ghost, likewise temptations can- 
not and will not come from within our- 
selves. If one held to an opposite idea, 
he would do away with the full value 
of the doctrine of perfect redemption. 
As Satan tempted Eve from outside 
sources, he tempts us from without. 

“And when he had fasted forty days 
and forty nights, he was afterward an 
hungred,” Matt. 4:2. Like a general 
who plans his attacks, Satan always 
attacks the weakest point. Since Christ 
was physically weak from fasting, this 
seemed to Satan to be an ideal time 
for an attack through the physical 
need of Christ. One truth Satan had 
forgotten. Physical weakness for God’s 
glory brings spiritual strength. 

This was the first record of conflict 
between Christ as man and Satan as 
tempter. Christ began His ministry on 
earth with a battle. Christ was not 
tempted that He might fail, but that 
He might prove Himself to His dis- 
ciples and His heavenly Father. In like 
manner, we are tempted, not to fall, 
but to prove ourselves. These three 
temptations were aimed at sin. In the 
overcoming, He became our pattern of 
victory over sin. 

“And when the tempter came to 
him, he said, If thou be the Son of 
God, command that these stones be 
made bread,’ Matt. 4:3. The devil 
made the first temptation in the most

indignant manner possible, by the 
questioning of the Sonship of Christ. 
To be hungry is nota sin, neither 
would eating be a sin. The sin would 
have been the yielding. If Chirst had 
used His own powers to bring food to 
Himself, He would have (1) distrusted 
God, (2) cast dependence on self, (3) 
separated Himself from His brother, 
who is not of deity, thereby (4) defeat- 
ing the work of His incarnation, and 
(5) gratifying the enemy, Satan. 
Christ had as much power to turn 
stones to bread as He did to turn 
water to wine, but He chose another 
way to prove His Sonship. 

“But He answered and said, It is 
written, Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that proceed- 
eth out of the mouth of God,” Matt. 
4:4. Christ here gave to Satan a vic- 
torious answer from the Word of God. 
Christ turned to the book of Deuter- 
onomy, eighth chapter and third verse, 
for His weapon. Christ was the Son of 
God, with godly powers at His com- 
mand, and He did not choose to use 
them. Christ could have used His own 
words to rebuke Satan. He could have 
turned His powers of deity loose upon 
Satan, yet He chose to set us an ex- 
ample of victory through the same 
weapon which we have at hand. Satan 
was powerless to give answer. He was 
cut down by the sword of the Word. 
If Christ chose rather to use the Word 
of God in battle, how much more 
should not we humble souls use the 
Scripture in battle with Satan. The 
Son of God made a direct application 
to Himself when He used the word 
“man.” We also can use the scriptures 
for a victorious life over sin and Sa- 
tan. 

“Then the devil taketh him up into 
the holy city, and setteth him ona 
pinnacle of the temple,” Matt. 4:5. Sa- 
tan tempts Christ another time. Al- 
though he was beaten at first, he came 
back again. One might wonder why 
the devil took Christ to the pinnacle 
of the Temple, rather than choose one 
of the high cliffs of the wilderness. 
This might well show Satan’s abuse of 
the religious and spiritual help of God. 
The temptation of Adam and Eve was 
in the holy garden of Eden. The temp- 
tation of Christ was in the Holy City. 


This well shows how we can be tempt- 
ed in the holy places. The devil seems 
to appear so very often in these places. 

“And saith unto him, If thou be the 
Son of God, cast thyself down: for it 
is written, He shall give his angels 
charge concerning thee: and in their 
hands they shall bear thee up, lest at 
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any time thou dash thy foot against 
a stone,” Matt. 4:6. In the first temp- 
tation, Christ showed His faith in the 
Father. The devil asked Christ to prove 
that faith by casting Himself “down.” 
The devil took issue with the answer of 
Christ in the first temptation, by 
quoting Scripture in the second. But 
he misquotes and misapplies the Scrip- 
ture. Satan’s use of the Scripture was 
a selfish one. He tried to lead Christ 
into temptation of sin by misapplied 
Scripture. 

It is so very easy for Satan to cover 
the hook of sin with misapplied Scrip- 
ture. Satan’s use of the Scripture was 
and fantasies through ignorant Bibli- 
cal interpretations. One may find 
scripture for his doctrine which he 
might be able to interpret in his man- 
ner, but in the end, it will be hinderous 
and harmful to the work of God. The 
devil leads men to misapply Scripture. 

“Jesus said unto him, It is written 
again, Thou shalt not tempt the Lord 
thy God,” Matt. 4:7. Christ again pulls

“God, who at sundry times and in 
divers manners spake in time past un- 
to the fathers by the prophets, hath 
in these last days spoken unto us 
by his Son, whom he hath appointed 
heir of all things, by whom also he 
made the worlds; who being the 
brightness of his glory, and the ex- 
press image of his person, and up- 
holding all things by the word of his 
power, when he had by himself purged 
our sins, sat down on the right hand 
of the Majesty on high,” Heb. 1:1-3. 

In these verses, God clearly sets 
forth His thought of the greatness 
of His Son, and tells us that He is 
now seated at the right hand of His 
Majesty and also is a partaker of His 
glory. Jesus prayed and said, 

“And now, O Father, glorify thou 
me with thine own self with the glory 
which I had with thee before the 
world was,” John 17:5.

finished His work, died on the cross, 
was buried, rose again, and is now 
seated at the right hand of His Fa- 
ther. His prayer is fully answered. 
When Paul saw this glory He ex- 
claimed, “O the depth of the riches 
both of the wisdom and knowledge of 
God! how unsearchable are his judg- 
ments, and his ways past finding 
out.” 

“Jesus said, Now is the Son of man 
glorified, and God is glorified in him. 
If God be glorified in him, God shall 
also glorify him in himself, and shall 
straightway glorify him,” John 13:31, 
32. 

Paul, at Phil. 2:5-9, said, “Let this 
mind be in you, which was also in 
Christ Jesus: Who, being in the form 
of God, thought it not robbery to be 
equal with God: but made himself of 
no reputation, and took upon him the 
form of a servant, and was made in 
the likeness of men: and being found 
in fashion as a man, he humbled him- 
self, and became obedient unto death, 
even the death of the cross. Where- 
fore God also hath highly exalted 
him, and given him a name which is 
above every name.” 

In all these scriptures we have 
clearly shown that Jesus and His Fa- 
ther hath the same degree of glory, 
and now in His prayer in John 17:22, 
He said to His Father, “And the glory 
which thou gavest me I have given 
them; that they may be one, even as 
we are one.” 

Paul said, 1 Cor. 15:41, 42, “There 
is one glory of the sun, and another 
glory of the moon, and another glory 
of the stars: for one star differeth 
from another star in glory. So also 
is the resurrection of the dead.”

The high calling of God is to be like 
Jesus. Not every one will attain to 
this high calling: some will be like the 
larger stars and some like the little 
stars; but a great company will be 
just like Jesus, and on that bright and 
cloudless morning when the dead in 
Christ shall rise, then we shall see 
Him in His glory. 

In Jesus’ prayer, He said, “That 
they all may be one; as thou, Father, 
art in me, and I in thee, that they 
also may be one in us: that the world 
may believe that thou hast sent me. 
And the glory which thou gavest me 
I have given them; that they may be 
one, even as we are one,” John 17:21, 
22. 

God hath set the members in the 
body as it hath pleased Him, and He 
said that there should be no schism 
in the body, but that the members 
should have the same care one for 
another. “Now ye are the body of 
Christ, and members in particular.” 

“There are threescore queens, and 
fourscore concubines, and _ virgins 
without number. My dove, my unde- 
filed is but one; she is the only one 
of her mother, she is the choice one 
of her that bare her. The daughters 
saw her, and blessed her; yea, the 
queens and the concubines, and they 
praised her,’ Song of Solomon 6:8, 9. 

Now, let us hear the conclusion of 
the whole matter. The foregoing 
scriptures clearly teach that God the 
Father hath a tangible body. That 
is, He has hands and feet; can see 
and hear, walk, and talk. Jesus the 
Son of God has a tangible body; can 
see, hear, walk, and talk, just like His 
Father. Jesus has a body of flesh and 
bones (He has been glorified), is now 
on the right hand of His Father in 
heaven, and will live forever, or, in 
other words, will abide with His Father 
eternally. 


Jesus said to His Father, “Ana ihe

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“For the wages of sin is death,” 
Rom. 6:23. And the finished product 
of sin is death! James 1:15. All trans- 
gression is indeed sin! Let this soak 
deep, so deep until you and sin are 
forever and forever through, and you 
are saved to sin no more, for as sure 
as a gallon of wine will make a man 
drunk, so sure will sin put you out and 
on display, and bring your head to 
the ground in shame and disgrace, for 
this is the way of all sin. Sin pays 
time and a half for all overtime, and 
double pay for all sin in secret, and 
be sure your sins WILL find you out. 

Oh, the tears and shame that sin 
has to its credit. The greatest of men 
have fallen prostrate before this ugly, 
slimy, cursed, hell-bound thing. Sin 
pays off in big pay of shame, tears, 
disgrace, hell, and the grave. We 
point you to God’s stop sign. Stop, 
stop for just a moment, if you have 
sinned, and though all be hidden, as 
far as your shame is concerned, be 
sure of this, when you least desire it 
to be known, then sin is a subtle viper, 
handing you the bitter cup of shame 
and sorrow, of pain and woe. 


NO DODGING WITH GOD 

Cain, having slain his brother, 
though he knew no one was about, 
must have felt somewhat uneasy. 
Cain felt sure that thing would never 
be known or brought to light. Never 
fool yourself, God is always around. 
Also, the guilt is always about tor- 
menting, condemning vengeance, 
seeking guilt, crying out against the 
guilty. The blood of murdered Abel 
cries out, “Cain, Cain, Cain,” and as 
the blood of Abel cried out, God 
answered. Justice went into action. 
“Cain, where is your brother? Where 
is Abel?” You know, when God de- 
mands reckoning, you answer. You 
may get by some folks some time, but 
your sins will find you out. God will 
bring you to time and book. Every 
act of sin will the devil fling like 
shooting stars to get them to God to 
accuse you guilty before a holy God. 
Better bring your own sin to God. 
He will wash you clean. He will for- 
give. He will pardon. He will forget. 

Sins call for judgments. “Cain, 
where is your brother Abel? His blood 
cries out against you, Cain.” But hear 
Cain deny it. “I know not. Am I my 
brother’s keeper?” But sin is real, is 
actual. Sin accuses Cain as guilty.

breaks down. Hear what he says, “My 
punishment is greater than I can 
bear. Behold, thou hast driven me out 
this day from the face of the earth; 
and from thy face shall I be hid; I 
shall be a fugitive and a vagabond in 
the earth.” Murder meets murder in 
Cain. Sin pays off by pushing the 
bitter cup to give Cain the taste of 
murder gall to the full. Are you guilty 
of any kind of sin? The Bible says if 
you hate your brother you are a mur- 
derer. See 1 John 3:15. What about 
the murder of the unborn and the 
born? Sin will surely, surely pay you 
off in cold cash of woes and shame, 
judgment, and hell, lest you repent. 


EXAMPLE 


One Sunday morning in church, I 
anxiously did a little personal evan- 
gelizing by putting my arm about a 
fellow who tarried a little longer than 
usual. There was a cause. The Spirit 
of God was working to save this 
wretch. Finally, I said, “John, look; 
when you give the world your last 
dollar over the bar, they will tell you 
to go die in a poorhouse. Better come 
to God, John.” “No, I will come to- 
night.” “Fine, John; be sure to come 
to the night service.” Service came, 
but not John. John got sick in a 
few days. It had all happened. John 
had gone out to meet God. While 
visiting John before he died, I saw 
John’s dirty plight. The end was near- 
ing, his wife and child were helpless. 
“John,” I said, “has anybody been in 
to see you?” “No,” he said, “Preacher 
Seyda, you are the only one.” I said, 
“John, have you any friends?” “No, 
none.” And John died friendless, 
homeless, penniless, and in drunken 
disgrace. A day or two later, while 
conducting John’s funeral at the un- 
dertaker’s parlor, the whole funeral 
was brought to a dead standstill, for 
John had no friends, no box in 
which to be buried. John was paid 
well in wicked debauchery and cursed 
compensation, a godless grave and an 
endless hell. Oh, the pay-off for sin! 


God help; God save. 
ANOTHER EXAMPLE 

I listened to a court trial once when 
a young woman was on trial for pros- 
titution. As she was admitting her 
guilt in the presence of her husband 
and mother and a packed courthouse, 
sin was paying off in bitter shame to 
this once-a-saved girl, now arrested 
for selling herself to buy bread for 
herself and child, selling out whole- 
sale to conceal poverty, while her 
husband shared the dollars and shared 
the arrest. Sin paid off then, that 
day. Grave and bitter were the dregs, 
red and crimson was the sin that day 
confessed, and sin in all its wicked 
atrocity paid off in shame and dis- 
grace. 

ALL SIN HAS ITS PAY-OFF 
AND PAY-DAY 

For the wages of sin is death. Their 
is no sin in the devil’s catalog, nor 
in his cesspool, that will ever escape 
the pay-off. The sins are too many to 
name, and every one of them is as 
black as Hades; but there is 

SALVATION 

“For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” All 
this God did when we were yet sin- 
ners, for “God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us.” Bring 
all your sins to God. Tell them only 
to Him. Though you are a sinner, 
God loves you and in your place made 
Christ, His Son, all and every sin for 
you and in your place. Christ was 
slain and made a curse and took the 
pay-off sin gave; namely, death. And 
so He, Christ, died in your place of 
shame‘and death, that you might go 
free. Oh, the love of God, the grace 
of God, the goodness of God! dying 
for me, for you, for all! Yes, thank 
God, somebody loves you, somebody 
cares, and though your sins be many 
and hideous, the blood of Jesus Christ 
will wash you clean, clean, clean, un- 
til you stand whiter than snow and 
as clean as heaven, a child of God, 
just as clean and holy as the holiest 
of men. 

DO THIS AND YOU SHALL BE 

SAVED NOW 

Come to God believing Christ died 
for you, and now His death saves you. 
By faith, His blood cleanses you. So 
you are saved. Write and tell Brother 
Walker, our Evangel editor, that you 
are happy and saved and back to 
God. 
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In the early morning of January 23, 
we were so happy to meet the visiting 
pastors from the U. S. A. who came by 
plane from Miami to attend our An- 
nual Convention in Haiti. There was 
our Superintendent, Rev. Carl J. 
Hughes, with his ever-encouraging 
smile, Rev. Marshall Roberson, of Ten- 
nessee, and a visitor, Rev. Otto Luns- 
ford, of Indiana. They had been up all 
night, waiting for the plane to leave 
Miami, and after their five-hour flight 
they were quite tired. But all this was 
forgotten as they stepped out of the 
plane at Port-au-Prince. They said 
what they wanted during their short 
stop in Haiti was to see all they could 
of the Mission work of their Church. 


All was so strange! It was as if they 
were in another world. In fact, they 
were seeing “how the other half lives.” 
Finally, we arrived home in Petion- 
Ville. Here, as they confessed, was one 
of the biggest surprises of all—a nice 
Haitian-American dinner awaiting 
them. This was better than they had 
bargained for in coming to Haiti. But- 
ter, eggs, potatoes, onions, etc., were 
not to be found in the stores, except on 
rare occasions, so we had kept some 
in reserve, anticipating their viSit. 

First impressions of Haiti! Will we 
ever forget ours! Nine years have 
passed since we arrived here alone and 
strangers in a strange land. What 
could we have done without the Lord! 
we were greatly refreshed by their re- 
actions to Haiti during the five days 
they were with us. There was the 
primitive life—the Mardi Gras, the 
tom-toms beating far into the night— 
and, as Brother Roberson put it, “I 
have not had one dull moment. Every 
day has been packed full of new ex- 
periences.” 

That evening, there was a special 
service in the big church of Port-au- 
Prince, where 54 converts were -bap- 
tized by Brother Roberson and me. 
Brother Hughes gave greetings from 
the brethren in the United States and 
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missions in the neighboring islands 
of the West Indies. Brother Roberson 
presented greetings from his church in 
Tennessee and gave an encouraging 
message. Brother Lunsford is an ar- 
tist when it comes to singing and play- 
ing the piano accordion, which he did 
for us that night. These messages in 
word and song will rest long in our 
memories. The church was full, in spite 
of the fact that Thursday is not our 
regular night of service. It was also 
inspiring to the brethren to see that 
great crowd of people so eager to hear 
the messages they brought in Jesus’ 
name. 

We arrived in the morning at Leo- 
gane for our next convention. We could 
feel the presence of the Lord there. It 
is the usual custom in Haiti to hold 
services of prayer, singing, and preach- 
ing all night long, until just before the 
baptismal service. Many of these peo- 
ple had come long distances on foot 
and by animal, to stay up all night to 
pray, seek the Lord, and be filled with 
His Holy Spirit. Throughout all our 
missions in Haiti, each month there is 
about an average of 100 of our people 
baptized in the Holy Ghost. This is 
due to their persevering faith and 
prayers. Practically every mission and 
almost every station holds early morn- 
ing and evening prayer services. Many 
missions have one day of prayer and 
fasting each week and one night a 
week consecrated to all-night watch 
services. Here at Leogane we baptized 
20 converts who had been saved three 
to six months ago and had received 
good testimonies from the other native 
Christians who knew their lives. 


We had an inspiring service, and 
after the service was dismissed we 
traveled an hour and a half more and 
arrived at Petit Goave, where we made 
a short inspection of the day school of 
150 children, 50 of whom were the 
children of mission workers. These, to- 
gether with our regular Orphanage in 
Port-au-Prince, make a total of 100 





children cared for in our Haitian Or- 
phanages, and 2,060 children in our 42 
Church of God Mission Schools 
throughout Haiti. 

The rest of our journey to Cayes was 
long and tiresome. The next day, 
when the Convention opened, there 
were about 3,000 people that attended 
from our missions in this big district. 
It was a glorious time we had with 
many sermons, encouraging messages, 
songs, and reports. The Holy Spirit 
was in our midst and the people were 
eating of “The bread of life.” 

Early Sunday morning, after a 
short service in the church, we 
marched in a long line to the river 
where we had seven pastors baptize 
the 87 candidates. In past years, we 
have had larger numbers to be bap- 
tized at the Conventions. One year, 
there were 350 to be baptized in one 
day. Last year, there were over 200 to 
be baptized at one time. But as there 
have been baptisms going on each 
month in every sub-district of Cayes, 
we had only 87 to be baptized this 
month at the Annual Convention. 

This was followed by a service of ac- 
ceptance of the new members. Words 
of farewell and encouragement were 
given by the visiting brethren. Sister 
Chela Duran, of the Dominican Re- 
public, who had been helping in the 
work of our church in Cuba during the 
past year, sang a number of edifying 
choruses in Spanish, which were ap- 
preciated by many of our people who 
understood Spanish. 

We made a quick return to Port-au- 
Prince and to a much needed rest. The 
brethren had to leave very early the 
next day to catch the 6:30 a. m. plane 
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water throughout our missions in Hai- 
ti, 2,445 converted, and 552 baptized in 
the Holy Ghost. 


With the ending of this month, 
January 31, is the marking of the end 
of our ninth year as missionaries here 
in Haiti. As we look back upon these 
past years, we can see the hand of the 
Lord always turned to bless every sac- 
rifice and effort made in His precious 
name, but we are looking forward to 
still greater accomplishments in His 
name—for Christ has always said, “Go 
forth—!” Our motto for the work of 
the Church of God in Haiti is still 
ringing forth through the efforts of 
our native workers in every mission 


—“Christ for Haiti and Haiti for 
Christ!”

At these three conventions, we bap- 
tized a total of 161, which brings up 
the reports of the last five months, in- 
cluding September, to 555 baptized in

We are indeed happy to have the 
privilege of serving as ambassadors 
of Christ in this small country of 
Guatemala. 

It seems that ever since we crossed 
the Guatemalan border, on December 
17, we have been exceedingly busy 
bouncing from place to place in the 


little red jeep. If fact, that little jeep 
has been the number one sensation 
and attraction for the past month. 
All we have to do to attract a good 
congregation and a group of children 
is to drive into a town with it. Our 
workers look it over with an amusing 
sort of reverence, even while they 
rub the bruises they have obtained 
from riding in it. Often they exclaim, 
“Que animal!” One ambitious moun- 
tain preacher took a good look at it 
and proceeded immediately to figure 
out a way by which it could go into 
the mountain where he works. Of 
course, there is no road, but he has 
the route planned through cornfields 
and river beds. 

Here is some news which I know 
you will be glad to hear. A revival has 
broken out in Chichicastenango, the 
tourist center of this country, right in 
the heart of the Mayan Indian tribe. 
Christmas night, five persons accepted 
Christ. A young man wandered into 
the New Year’s watch-night service. 
About 9 o’clock he prayed through to 
real old-time salvation. About 1 o’clock 
in the morning the Lord gloriously 
filled him with the Holy Ghost. He was 
one of the worst drunkards and vilest 
sinners in the whole town. Some of 
the older Christians who had been 
seeking the baptism for years just 
could not understand why the Lord 
would pick up this vile boy, save and 
baptize him in one night, when they 
had waited for years. The situation 
was almost amusing. The service con- 
cluded around 3 o’clock, when they all 
went shouting home. Five other new 
ones accepted that night. The pastor 
was telling us last night that the 
church will no longer hold the people. 
They are going to try to squeeze in 
two more benches. Isn’t that grand. 
Help us pray that nothing will hinder 
this revival, but that it will spread 
through the entire district. 

From the Sierra there is more good 
news. Four new places have been 
opened within the last three months. 
Please put them on your prayer list. 
One of our young workers said in a 
recent workers’ meeting, “Brethren, 
the Lord has given me such a burden 
for souls, that I have had to cry and 
cry. On the last trip, seven were con- 
verted—the fruit of my tears.” 


We were in the Sierra last week. 
Two of our members walked sixty-six 
miles to be in the service. Incredible 
for one day’s journey, isn’t it! Both of 
them preached that same night. I

the disguise of Satan from around the 
hook of temptation. This quotation 
from the law shows the real cause of 
the temptation. The misuse of the 
Scripture by Satan did not keep Christ 
from using it again. For Christ to 
have cast Himself needlessly down 
would have been open _ rebellion 
against God. Christ had no reason and 
no purpose for casting Himself down, 
which would make it idle to do so. 
“Again, the devil taketh him up into 
an exceeding high mountain, and 
sheweth him all the kingdoms of the 
earth, and the glory of them,” Matt. 
4:8. This last temptation might be 
called the worst and most fantastical 
of all three. The devil has not been able 
to touch Christ as the Son of God, so 
he now attacks Him as King. The devil 
has no more to say about the “Son of 
God.” The prince of this world offers 
Christ the kingdoms of the world 
without the cross. “And saith unto 
him, All these things will I give thee, 
if thou wilt fall down and _ worship 
me,” Matt. 4:9. Satan here demands 
the worship of Christ. If such fantas- 
tical thing had taken place, it would 
have changed the basis of Christ’s 
kingdom from spiritual to physical. 
“Then saith Jesus unto him, Get 
thee hence, Satan: for it is written, 
Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, 
and him only shalt thou serve,” Matt. 
4:10. Christ here gives the firmest of 
the three answers. He states the 
foundation of all Christendom. He 
clings to the foundation of the God- 
head. He evicts Satan. Christ shows 
the full value of spiritual things. He 
announces the purpose of human 
creation. Christ places His emphasis 
on worship by adding “him only shalt 
thou serve.” 


“Then the devil leaveth him, and, 


behold, angels came and ministered 
unto him,” Matt. 4:11. The only 
thing left for Satan to do was to leave 
Christ. It has been said, “There is 
nothing weaker than the devil 
stripped naked.” Satan was whipped. 
This was the first battle in the great 
war between Christ and Satan. This 
was the ringing of a proclamation of 
war until death.
